Tue following extracts from letters issued from the 
Hdgrs of the Military Division of the Atlantic, dated 
respectively the 10th and 12th instant, are of interest: 

‘““The troops which left the Derartments of the 
South and Gulf, for service in the Atlantic Division, 
north, on the occasion of the recent disturbances, will 
be placed in camps at present near the points where 
they are now stationed. It is presumed that i: will not 
be known forsome time, whether they wiil be returned 
to the Southern Departments for winter quarters or 
not. If not, it is probable that they will be quartered 
at such points as Allegheny Arsenal, Carlisle Bks, 
Newport Bks, or other public places of the kind, or be 
hutted in the north, if sufficient quarters cannot be ob- 
tained in the section of country where they may be 
required to be stationed. Matters remaining quiet in 
the South, it is thought that it may be safely considered 
that the troops will remain in camp in the north dur- 
ing the summer, and otherwise, if any of them should 
be returned, it will probably be only those who were 
taken away from permanent public places. 

‘* Where the expense of quarters is inconsiderable, 
and where they may be occupied by families of officers 
as the permanent quarters of those officers, they should 
be retained for the present, and the families of such 
officers should be protected in their occupation there, 
or elsewhere, until the absence of the troops therefrom 
shali have been decided to be permanent.”

Acquitted.—The Court-martial of which Major A. J. 
Alexander, 8th Cav., is president, has returned a ver- 
dict of net guilty in the case of Capt. A. 5S. B. Keyes, 
tried at Fort Clark, Tex., on the charge of ‘‘ Neglect 
of Duty, to the prejudice of good order and military 
discipline.” The specifications alleged want of energy 
in conducting an Indian scout, and laxity of discipline 
in allowing his men to make a noise that warned the 
Indians of the presence of troops. A portion of the 
findings are disapproved by the Dept. Comdr., who 
after reviewing the evidence at length concludes as 
follows : 
The General Commanding is sorry that a court composed of 
officers selected on account of their rank and experience should, 
in eftect, stamp with approval Captain Keyes’s method of con- 
ducting a scout after Indians. The members of the court are 
surely aware that expeditions so conducted can result only in 
failure, as this did, orin defeat. It appears that Capt. Keyes 
encamped on the trail in the afternoon, and discovered after re- 
suming his march next morning that in all probability the In- 
dians were in camp and grazing their stock within a mile and a 
half of him when his command unsaddied.

part, according to the nature and extent of the testimony, but 
to do more is to assume powers not consistent with the honored 
and responsible duties of triers of a cause in hearing. 

So much of the proceedings and the ‘‘ followin 
reasons” are therefore disapproved. The findings, al- 
though improperly omitting action on the 2d charge 
and specification, before mentioned, are approved. 
Referring to the sentence the Commanding General 
deems it proper to say that when confinement of an 
accused is directed, appropriate forfeiture of pay, or 
pay and allowances, should also be made; else the 
offender is allowed pay for duty which he does not 
perform (and which others must do in bis stead); and 
the Government is wronged to such amount. In or- 
der, however, that the accused may not entirely escape 
some degree of punishment for desertion, to which he 
plead guilty, the sectence is approved, and will be 
duly executed at the station where his company may 
be serving (G. C.-M. O. 79, D. P.) 
In relation to the sentence of W. Campbell the De- 
partment Comm nder takes occasion to say that where 
a General Court-Martial sentences a soldier upon con- 
viction of military offence to be dischar, the ser- 
vice, that the discharge is dishonorable, and should in 
all cases be so stated in the sentence. An honorable 
discharge can certainly not be imposed as a punish- 
ment. In this case, it being impracticable, without 
detriment to the service, to reconvene the court for re- 
consideration and amendment of its sentence, and in 
order that richly-merited punishment should not fail of 
enfoicement, the sentence is approved. Under the 
authority of the opinion of the Judge Advocate Gene- 
ral of the Army, approved by the retary of War, 
the discharge, being by way of punishment and upon 
covviction of a military offence is directed to be dis- 
honorable in terms (G. C.-M. O. 79, D. P.)

Tue Hartford will hardly get away before Oct.?1. 
Tue Powhatan steamed up to Norfolk, Ang. 20, to 
go into dry dock, leaving the Swatara and Haterprise 
at Hampton Roads. 
Tue Tallapoosa has had her new wheels completed 
and was ready on Tuesday for service. She leaves 
this week on a trip to the Eastern Navy-yards. 
Tue Lehigh, Nahant and Pussaic have been reduced 
in their complements and will not be regarded as 
hereafter in commission for sea service, 
BreEvet Masor Forney, of the Marine Corps, is 
not to be Court-martialed, as the daily papers have 
stated, the offence for which he was put under arrest 
having been condoned by the Secretary of the Navy 
because of gallant conduct, and he has been restored 
to duty. , 
Tue Attorney General decides that it is not legal 
to change the assignments of ranks of certain officers 
of the Navy whose numbers received upon gradua- 
tion were changed when they were examined for 
promotion to the grade of ensign. 
Tue Richmond, Commodore C. H. B. Caldwell, 
arrived at Fort Monroe Aug. 22, from Brazil. All 
well on board. She will remain there for further 
orders. Having left Rio de Janeiro June 26, she has 
made the passage in about 57 days. 
THE Omaha was at Callao, Peru, July 28, and ex- 
pected to leave Avg. 1 for Valparaiso and Talca- 
bhuana—touching at intermediate ports. Rear-Admi- 
ral Preble reports the health of all on board good. 
She will return to Callao about the 1st of November. 
Rear-ADMIRAL REYNOLDS expected to leave in the 
steamer Peking, Aug. 3d to 5th, for San Francisco. 
His health had much improved, but his medical at- 
tendants considered it imprudent for him to continue 
longer on the station, his system requiring change. 
In a despatch from Rear-Admiral Reynolds, dated 
July 25, at Yokohama, he announces that he is ad- 
vised by telegram of the arrival of the Alert at- Hong 
Kong from Dampier Straits, but no particulars. She 
was sent to search for shipwrecked persons. The 
fact of no particulars being received is not favorable. 
DespatcHeEs have been received from the flagship 
Trenton, dated at Smyrna Aug. 2. All the vessels of 
the squadron were at the time in the Eastern waters 
of the Mediterranean, where they would probably be 
for some months, with the exception of the Trenton, 
which would go to Toulon, where Rear-Admiral 
Worden will be relieved about Oct. 4 by Rear-Adml. 
Le Roy. 
A CORRESPONDENT, writing from the Zssex, Aug. 16, 
says: “ We sail to-day for Africa via Madeira and the 
Canaries, thence to Rio de Janeiro, where we expect to 
be attached to the South Atlantic squadron. The 
cruise mapped out is anything but agreeable, and 
that, taken with the general dissatisfaction with the 
ship, promises to be a very unpleasant cruise. 
Tue Plymouth sailed from Washington August 18, 
for Norfolk, taking down about 143 marines, late on 
duty with the Army, belonging to the iron-clads and 
the Franklin. The tug Pinta carried down the re- 
mainder of the marines, belonging to ships of the 
North Atlantic station.

UNITED States istrict Attorney George M. Duskin 
of the Southern District of Alabama, is in Washing- 
ton, for the purpose of attempting to prevent further 
destruction of the monitor Tecumseh, sunk in Mobile 
harbor in 1864, when Farragut captured the forts. 
It is understood that the wrecking company pur- 
chased the monitor some months ago from Secretary 
Richardson, and notwithstanding the tact that 200 
men were entombed therein, they were preparing to 
blow her up for the purpose of preserving the old 
iron. The facts in this case are that Attorney Dus. 
kin, after the sale of the Tecumseh, filed a bill in the 
Circuit Court of the United States to prevent the 
wrecking company from blowing up the sunken 
vessel, and the court decided in favor of the bill 
filed. It is understood it will be appealed to the 
Supreme Court of the United States. and the district 
attorney will endeavor to defeat their further action 
in the case, 


A CORRESPONDENT writes as follows: ‘* The coun- 
try has recognized the important service performed 
by the Army and Navy during the late riots, One 
incident, however, of a private nature, which oc- 
curred, Iam cure will be of interest to many in the 
Service. An officer of the Marine Corps stationed at 
Reading discovered among the privates of one of the 
militia companies an old acquaintance in the person 
of Lieut. Lewis E. Bixler, U.S. N. Mr. Bixler had 
just returned from a China cruise, and had every rea-

A BOARD OF ADMIRALTY. 

On the 20th of June last Chief Engineer W. W. W. 
Wood, U. 8S. N., late Chief of the Bureau of Engineer- 
ing, addressed a letter to the Hon. Benj. A. Willis, 
Committee on Naval Affairs, House of Representatives; 








arguing against the adoption for our Navy of the Eng- 
lish system of a Board of Admiralty. Referring to an 
article in the London Zngineer of Jan. 26, 1877, Mr. 
Wood rays: 


Though my duties have been such as to allow me less time 
than I would desire to devote to professional reading, I noticed 
in the English scientific journals of the fi'st few months of last 
yoer references to seven seriousaccidents to machinery on board 

ritish naval vessels, all of which disabled the vessels, and four 
of which resulted in loss of life to a portion of the officers and 
crews of the vessels—the explosion on board the Thunderer be- 
ing the most serious. The causes which have led to these ac- 
cidents, which aj] humane people must deplore, may be gleaned 
from the comments of the Angineer, while the reasons for our 
greater immunity are shown in the paragraph in my last report, 
which I append, a part of which evoked the editorial in the Zn- 
gineer above referred to. The facts given are not, and cannot 
be, denied. They are very significant, and I commend them, and 
the causes of them, to your csreful consideration, as a strong 
movement is now being made to change our present system of 
naval administration to one which would surely result in a simi- 
lar state of affairsin ourown Navy. The British Navy is gov- 
erned by a Board of Admiralty, composed of two admirals, a 
captain, and two members of Parliament. Though they have 
at tbeir call, for advice and consultation, all the engineering 
talent of England, and though the plans they adopt are car- 
ried to completion in the largest establishments, and with 
workmanship that is not excelled elsewhere, these lamentable 
failures and disastrous accidents occur with a frequency which 
has aroused very general attention. Engine builders whose 
machinery is successful in merchant ships cannot build reliable 
and safe machinery forthe royal navy. The cause may be easily 
seen. The Board of Admiralty, knowing little or nothing of the 
science of machine construction, has demanded more and more 
ox from the engine builders, and has been continually reduc- 

ng the space in which the machinery mast be placed, and the 
weight which it must not exceed. The builders have done their 
best, but in complying with the requirements of the Board they 
bave made their eng'nes and boilers too light. They huve passed 
the limit of safety, and the results are only too apparent. They 
have gained a little space, but they have sacrificed reliability and 
sufety. Many persons who desire a Board of Admiralty in our 
Navy draw an argument in its favor by pointing to the larger 

ower obtained in the same space by the machinery of the 

ritish war veseels; but you will see that this saving has been 
dearly bought, for it has been paid for by the sacrifice of relia- 
bility and efficiency, and at the cost of many lives. Just here, 
however, I will mention that by using their free-burning bitu- 
minous coal, the English are able to get the same power with 
less weight and space of boiler than we can with ofr slow-bura- 
ing anthracite, for reasons which wiil be self-evident to all who 
have considered the subject of steam navigation in its mechani- 
cal aspects, 

Our present system of naval administration by a Secretary, 
assisted by bureaus whose heads are experts in the various pro- 
fessions which are necessarily brought into requisition in the 
construction, equipment, management, and fighting of ships, has 
worked well, on the whole, though it might be improved by in- 
corporating the chiefs of bureaus in an Advisory Board, to 
which all questions relating to the building and fitting out of 
ships might be .eferred by the Secretary. Should any change be 
made it wonld be a fatal error to place the Navy under the con- 
trol of any Board which did rot contain among its members men 
who could jadge for themselves, and from their own professional 
knowledge, of the value of the plan and estimates for ships and 
mney J which would come before them. The British Gov- 
ernment has fallen into this error, and we cannot do better than 
to profit by its unfortunate and costly experience.

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ARMY OFFICERS. 


T is occasionally our fortune to have some article 

in the ARMy AND Navy Journat singled out by 
a portion of our readers as betraying a spirit or in- 
tention entirely foreign to our purpose. When we 
write we have in mind the JourRNAL asa whole, from 
its first number, published now over fourteen years 
ago, to the last issue; and we assume on the part 
of the reader a certain general knowledge of the 
object of the paper and the general principles con 
trolling its conduct, which will limit or explain the 
application of a particular statement that might 
otherwise be misunderstood. That this assumption 
is in some cases not always safe our experience shows 
us. Nothing seerns to us clearer, viewing, as we 
have said, the ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL as a whole, 
than that it cannot be regarded as the champion of 
any special class in the Army or Navy at the expense 
of any other class, though we may be sometimes 
betrayed into the publication of articles that have a 
purpose and application that escapes our notice, 
for no one fully understands the antagonisms of the 
Service, such as they are, who is not himself in the 
midst of them. And it constitutes part of the value 
of the JouRNAL as a representative paper that it is 
removed, by the very necessities of its position, from 
bias toward clique or class interests of any sort. We 
view the services in their entirety ; we favor to the 
extent of our ability, any movement that promises 
their improvement ; and when we consider the ques- 
tions of appointment and promotions, we consider 
them without reference to their application to indi- 
viduals, That this course should please all we 
neither expect nor intend. But it meets with favor 
just in proportion as our readers are devoted to the 
profession they have chosen, and to its improvement; 


themselves to the single test of merit without asking 
favors of any one. We believe in removing the ser- 
vices entirely from politics and the control of favor- 
itism in all its forms; in opening every department 
to those who can demonstrate their fitners for the 


experience they may have graduated. If anything 
we have said has been otherwise understood, as some 
letters we have received would indicate, it has been 
misunderstood. 

A great part of such misunderstanding as has 
arisen is due, we think, to the legal fiction implied 
in the use of the term “ civilian appointee,” in refer- 
ence to the present U. S. Army. Though authorized

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did consider such officers as came into the Army by 
means vf a good volunteer war record as being in 
any manner civilian appointees. Volunteer appoint- 
ments they are, but not civilian, and four years’ war 
service we must always regard as a better school for 
the officer than four years at any military academy, 
even West Point, or an equal period of peace service. 
The question at issue, however, as put by some of 
our late correspondents, goes entirely outside of the 
matter of war experience. 

It must be remembered that the advantage now 
possessed in the Army by the ex-volunteers of the 
civil war does not belong to them as civilians, but as 
soldiers, and that every year wiil diminish the num- 
bers of these veterans in the Army, w'tile the vacan- 
cies they leave must be supplied, either from West 
Point or civil life. The true question to be decided 
is, in what manner shal! those vacancies be filled, 
and what system of selection is likely to produce the 
best results in the way of officers. In other words, 
have the West Point graduates, as a class, any quali- 
ties, native or acquired, that are likely to render 
them more available for the production of officers in 
the Army than civil appointments, asacless? We 
bope that our readers will bring to this question an 
impartial judgment, for it is one which vitally affects 
the future of the Army. One thing is certain, that 
if the West Point graduates, as a class, do not possess 
acquirements which render them good officers in a 
sborter time than civilians, then the sooner the Mili- 
tary Academy is abolished the better for the pockets 
of the taxpayers. Two of our correspondents go so 
far as to claim that the average civilian appointee is 
a graduate of a college, and that as such he begins 
his education with the same acquirements with 
which a West Point graduate leaves off, thus bring- 
ing to the Army a fund of information far superior 
to the other. If this be indeed true, then the sooner 
it is generally known that West Point is the lowest 
grade college in America, the sooner will a reform be 
instituted. 

To consider this question fairly, we must not take 
an officer of four years’ war experience and call bim 
a“ civilian,” comparing him with a lad fresh from 
the Military Academy, but we must take another 
young man, no matter from what college he hails, as 
a civilian alone. We have no right even to assume 
that he is a college graduate. All we know is that 
he is a civilian, recommended by some Congressman 
or Senator, and has passed an imperfect examination. 
The question is, with equal mental and physical 
powers, which of the two—cadet or civilian—is 
likely to make the best officer in the shortest time ? 
To state this question to those who understand the 
conditions, is to answer it. It must be remembered 
that the education of the one has been wholly mili- 
tary, of the other civil, so far as we have a right to 
assume. The cadet graduate has been four years in 
the ranks, treated as a soldier, under the most rigid 
discipline ; commanded by the very pick of the smart 
officers of the Army; all his acquirements being 
directed towards the one end of making him a good 
officer. The civilian, as a civilian, has no such train- 
ing, and must acquire it in the Army ; so that under 
the present system there is nothing whatever to pre- 
vent a perfectly green youth from being placed in 
command over old soldiers, before he knows the 
muzzle of a gun from the breech. To say, as one of 
our correspondents says, that West Point graduates 
enter the Army as “ green” in matters of duty as the 
average Civilian is to contradict notorious facts, and 
such a statement requires no further comment. 
Whatever the present exceptional state of our 
Army, owing to its large percentage of war veterans, 
there is no question in the minds of men of expe- 
rience that its system of procuring officers is radi- 
cally defective, in that it provides no positive 
requirement of military training from any but West 
Point graduates. It is no answer to this to point to 
a veteran volunteer or to a graduate of a college with 
a Regular Army professor attached, and to call such 
a fair exponent of the civilian appointee. Until the 
necessary preliminary to a commission in the Army, 
outside of West Puint graduates, shall be a diploma 
of military proficiency in some form, or a promotion 
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character and attainment, we can never be certain in 
the future of all our young officers, as we now are of 
West Point graduates. This change of law is de- 
manded by every consideration of military prudence. 

Looked at from a republican point of view, there 
is much that is objectionable in the initial appoint- 
ments of all classes of our officers. No cadetship 
should be otherwise than an object of fair compe- 
tition to the scholars, public of private, of the district 
in which it belongs. It should come as a right to 
the best man of a district, not asa favor. No com- 
mission in the Army should be subject to political 
influence in its acquirement any more than its reten- 
tion. These reforms, like those of the civil service, 
are as necessary as difficult. 

The doctrine of the Army AND Navy JouRNAL on 
the position and prospects of officers now in the 
Army is that promotion in the line of the Army, or 
appointments to the staff corps, should depend on 
the fitness of the officer therefor and not in any case 
on the mode of his entrance into the Service. We 
trust that this frank avowal of our opinions will 
prevent future misconstruction of our motives by 
officers of any class whatever, who must recognize 
the fact that it is useless to take offence where none 
was intended. 





OSMAN PASHA. 

Ir is no secret to those of our readers who have 
kept track of the Eastern war, that a great change 
has come over the Turkish operations within a few 
weeks, owing to the retirement of Aspuu KEeRIm 
PasHa, the late Muchir, a native Turk, and the em- 
ployment in high commands of several European 
officers, the chief being Mzuemer Aut Paswa, a Ger- 
man by birth. In ascertaining the particulars of the 
personal of the Turkish armies, the English, from 
their known Turcophilism, have advantages over 
other nations, and their accounts are presumably more 
reliable than those of other people, inasmuch as 
they touch on topics within their personal know- 
ledge. The facts as to foreign officers in the Turkish 
service as reported in the best English military cir- 
cles are, that Menemet Avi is of French descent, 
was born at Magdeburg, and originally named Juiius 
Detroit; that Buum PasHa, was a Prussian lieu- 
tenant of engineers thirty years ago; that Rescarp 
PasHa was Lieutenant Streckey of the Prussian 
artillery; and that Farzi Pasna, who beat the Rus- 
sians in Armenia, is a Swiss. The names of KuapKa 
the Hungarian, and Hosarr and Baker Pasnas 
need no comment from us, It appears, however, 
that those who blame Honarr Pasua for not fight- 
ing the Russians are not aware that he is not in com- 
mand of the Turkish fleet, but retained in Constan- 
tinople owing to the jealousies of the Turks towards 
him as a foreigner. 

But the most interesting intelligence of all concerns 
a,man who has lately come into sudden notoriety as 
the victor of Plevna, Osman PasHa. It has not 
escaped notice that this officer is the first in the 
Turkish service who has fought a pitched battle 
against the Russians in Europe, inflicting a Aecisive 
defeat upon them, and the vigor of his defensive 
operations marks him as a trained soldier. It iscon- 
fidently asserted in England from private informa- 
tion, that Osman Pasna is none other than that 
celebrated fugitive from French prisons, MarsHaL 
Francois ACHILLE BAZAINE. 

This romantic intelligence is by no means improba- 
ble. BazAINE was alweys an active and stirring 
man, and the circumstances of his public trial in 
France were such as to shut him out from a career 
in any army of Christian Europe. Since his escape 
from the French chateau, where he was confined, he 
has fallen away from public recollection, and few 
have cared whether he livedordied. To a man with 
such a life and past training no career other than 
military was possible, and the Turkish service offered 
advantages to BazaIne greater than they would to 
almost any one else. Like most French officers of 
rank he had served in Algeria, and in so doing ac- 
quired con:iderable knowledge of Arabic and of 
Arabs. Besides this, he served in the Crimean War 
in command of the Foreign Legion, and afterwards 
as French Governor of Sebastopol. During that pe~« 
riod he naturally made many Turkish acquaint- 
ances, and, therefore, there is nothing more natural 
than that he should turn to Turkey in the hour of 


‘ 
strong Bonapartist, and that his treason to France 
in the interest of the late emperor is in- 
dulgently looked on by Imperial Governments. 
In Turkey, where Bazarne’s master was the best 
friend of the Sultan, Bazarne would be received with 
open arms by those of his friends who knew the 
value in any capacity of a trained soldier. 

That he should have concealed his identity with 
the utmost care is equally natural, and had not a war 
come it is possible that he might have concealed it 
till his death. But a war with Russia, his antagonist 
of twenty years ago, could not fail to bring Osman 
PasHa in contact with people who knew General 
BazAIngE, Governor of Sebastopol. Whether the 
secret leaked out through some Russian officer, a 
prisoner in his hands, or some English or French 
attaché who had served in the Crimea and recognized 
OsMAN Pasna, is uncertain, but the character of his 
fighting at Plevna—a stubborn defensive battle—is 
curiously like the first day at Gravelotte, though the 
difterence of force in his enemies led him to a hap- 
pier issue. 

The latest telegrams from Turkey are that OsMAN 
PasHa has not been heard from for five days, and 
that it is feared that the Russians will cut off his 
communications with Sofia and surround him, com- 
pelling him to surrender. If this movement really 
succeeds, it will be a curious commentary on the 
repetitions of history, that OsmAN Pasa in 1877 
should be compelled at Pleyna to follow the ex- 
ample of Marshal Bazarne at Metz in 1871. If, 
however, he escape from the toils, it is quite pos- 
sible that Osman PasHa may yet retrieve the fame 
of Marshal BazarnE as a general. 








G. O. No. 74, Headquarters Army, Aug. 7, pub- 
lishes an opinion of the Attorney-General, showing 
how old material can be used in whole or in part for 
the purchase of new, without violating the require- 
ment of law that the proceeds of old material shall 
be covered into the Treasury, it often happening 
“that by the judicious use of old material in ex- 
change for necessary machinery, more advantageous 
contracts may be made than in any other mode.” It 
is simple as setting an egg on end when you know 
how it is done, and Attorney-General DEVENs is the 
CotumBos who makes the discovery. After quoting 
the provisions of the law, section 3618, R. 8., as 
amended by the act of February 27, 1877, and sec. 
3672, R. 8., the Attorney-General says: 


These sections contemplate that there will be sales of old 
material necessarily made in the various Departments of the 
Government other than those included within the exceptions. 
For the mode in which such sales shall be conducted, whether by 
advertisement, at public auction, or otherwise, no specific pro- 
vision is made. In these respects, the sales are left to the dis- 
cretion of the officer having charge of such old material, but it 
is required that when such sales are made the proceeds shall be 
covered into the Treasury on account of “ proceeds of Govern- 
ment property,” and that a detailed statement of them shall be 
thereafter made. It is therefore in your power to make two 
transactions, which will oy so far as the benefit to the 
Government is concerned, the same result that would be pro- 
duced by an exchange. By one of them, you can sell to the 
manufacturers of the printing presadit was a printing press in 
this case.—Ep.) the old presses at a rate which you shall deter 
mine to be fair and just, but the sum received from such sale 
will necessarily be covered into the Treasury on account of * pro- 
ceeds of Government property.” By the other transaction, you 
may purchase from the manufacturers, paying for the same out 
of the appropriation which is put into your hands for that pur- 
pose, the new press which is desired for use. While the result, 
80 far as the Government is concerned, is the same, it will not, 
of course, have the same effect upon your appropriation as 
would be produced if you were entitled to pay for the new 
press with the proceeds of the old presses, but = will be com- 

elled to pay in full for such new press from the appropriation 
n your hands for such an expenditure, while the amount re- 
ceived from the old presses, being covered into the Treasury, 
will then be subject to the future action of Congress. 








In another column the friends of the Marine Corrs 
will notice with pleasure the distinguished compli- 
ments which have recently been paid that body, leng 
since christened “the ever faithful,” by the Hon.

The 
Secretary of the Navy, in his honest, earnest way, 
not only expresses his favorable opizion, but assures 
the officers and men that he will give his official 
support to ‘‘any measure designed to increa:e their 
efficiency or necessary to their comfort.” Those 








officers who have labored so long to place the Corps 
upon a higher footing will take fresh heart from 
these utterances and renew their exertions, which 
the JouRNAL, in the future as in ths past, will be 
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In the Washington Republican of Aug. 20, a writer 
who signs himself “ Veterans” airs his ignorance in 
an attempt to show that the officers of the Marine 
Corps in command of the detachment reviewed by 
the Secretary of the Navy on Friday last, were dis 
respectful to the Secretary in not being in uniform— 
not even wearing their proper shoulder straps, and 
concealing their sword belts under their blouses. 
For “ Veterans’” information, it may be stated that 
every officer who passed in review was dressed in 
strict accordance with the Uniform Regulations, even 
to wearing the sword belt under the fatigue jacket. 
Before appearing in print again, “ Veterans” should 
post himself, and not mistake the fatigue for the 
full-dress uniform. 


Our Naval Observatory at Washington has estab- . 
lished a new claim to the confidence of the country 
and the gratitude of the scientific world by the remark- 
able discovery of the existence of heretofore un- 
suspected satellites revolving around the planet Mars. 
Rear-Admiral John Rodgers, Superintendent of the Ob; 
servatory, in his official report, states that from observa- 
tions made by Prof. Asaph Hall, of the Observatory, 
with the 26-inch refractor, the planet Mars has been 
found to have at least two satellites, Prof. Hall finds, 
on examining his observing book, that the satellite 
which was first discovered, and which he supposed 
was seen for the first time on Aug. 16, at 11h. 42m., 
had been, in fact, observed on Aug. 11, at 14h. 40m.; 
but as he had no opportunity at that date to wait for 
the planet’s motions, he failed to recognize the object 
as a satellite. It was, however, recognized and 
obseived as such on Aug. 16, and has been observed 
on the 17th, 18th, 19th, and 20th of August. This satellite 
has an apparent distance from the centre of Mars of 
82 seconds, and its time of revolution around the 
planetis 30h.14m. Its magnitude, Prof. Hall estimates 
as the 13th or 14th. The plane of its orbit has now a 
considerable inclining to the line of sight from the 
earth to Mars. At its elongations its angles of positions 
are 72 degrees and 252 degrees. The second satellite 
was discovered Aug. 17, at 16h. It appears to be quite 
as bright as the first one and at its elongations has 
nearly the same angles of position which correspond 
to the equator of Mars. Its apparent distance at the 
elongations and its periodic time are not yet known. 
The following are the preliminary elements of the 
outer satellite, as calculated by Prof. Simon Newcomb: 
Major semi-axis of orbit, 32 sec.; angles of major axis, 
70 degrees and 250 degrees; minor axis, 28 seconds; 
passage of satellite through eastern apsis, Aug. 20, 
13 hours. The period of the inner satellite or satel- 
lites is 7h. 38m. mys 


_ Tue New York Zimes’ Washington correspondent 
says: ‘‘ What has been called the anomaly of the 
existence of these exclusively colored organizations 18 
just now being egain brought to the attention of the 
National Administration. The President and Secre- 
tary McCrary have recently received numerous letters 
regarding the matter, and are making it a study, with 
-& view to presenting it to Congress for action. The . 
persons principally engaged in agitating this subject 
are the white officers of the four regiments mentioned, 
who are at many disadvantages in the Service from 
their connection with them. For ihe redson that 
colored men are less susceptible to the evil effects of 
extreme heat, these regiments have been continually 
kept on duty along the Rio Grande River, from the 
Gulf of Mexico to the Pacific Ocean, while other regi- 
ments have been transferred from one post to another 
at intervals of two or three years, and thus have been 
able to enjoy during at least a portion of their time 
the comforts and conveniences of civilization. The 
officers of the 9th and 10th Cavalry, and 23d and 24th 
Infantry, on the other hand, have been exiled for eleven 
years without change at the most disagreeable and un- 
healthy posts in the United States, and can look 
forward to nothing but perpetual banishment from the 
advantages of civilization and cooler climates. Their 
families are debarred from the usual privileges of 
education, and are kept in a constant condition of 
debilitation in health from the evil influences of the 
climate. Many good officers have been compelled to 
resign for these reasons. The officers who are agita- 
ting the matter do nut desire the prohibition of colored 


men from the Army; on the contrary, they encourage 
their enlistment, but ask that they may be distributed 
equally throughout the Service, and not be confined to 
four regiments.” 


Pror. Henry NEwrTon, one of the most accom- 
plished of our mining engineers and geologists, died on 
Aug. 5 at Deadwood, Dakota, where he was on dut;

WAR WITH THE NEZ PERCKS. 


The following are the latest official despatches : 
Cuicaao, Aug. 20, 1877. 
To Gen. BE. D. Townsend, Washington, D. C.; 

I have no official news from Montana since the 17th inst., the 
lines from Montana being down. On the 16th the Indians were 
reported by Capt. Bainbridge, of Fort Hall, as having crossed the 
stage road near Dry Creek Station, north of Hole-in-the-Rock, 
and Gen. Howard was not far behind themin pursuit.

Deer Lopez, Montana TERRITORY, Aug. 15. 
Gen. Terry, Commanding Department, St. Paul; 
Have just arrived. Wounded getting along well, 
thanks to prompt assistance sent by the citizens of 
Helena, Deer Lodge, and Butte. They will reach 
here in three days. Gen. Howard left the battlefield 
in pursuit day before yesterday. Only 50 of his in- 
fantry were up, and I sent with him three officers and 
50 men. I met Norwood’s company of 2d Cavalry on 
the Big Hole, and he is probably with Howard by this 
time. Cushing’s two companies of artillery passed 
here this morntng in wagons, and I have ordered them 
to push down the stage road at 40 miles a day, if their 
stock will stand it. Have also telegraphed the com- 
manding officer at Fort Hall to start some of the Ban- 
nocks up toward Lemhi and the mountain passes to 
get information as to which way the Nez Percés are 
heading. They cannot travel rapicly with their 
wounded, and next time they are struck they wiil be 
ruined.

News just received from Bannock says a scouting 
party has just returned, bringing with them the bodies 
of Montague, James Smith, Flynn and Farnsworth, 
and that there are more expected to come. The 
Indians were thirty-five miies south of Bannock 
yesterday morning. They had taken all the horses on 
the Upper Horse Prairie and were moving slowly. 

At a council held at Fort Hall Agency, Idaho, Aug. 
16, by the commanding officer at Fort Hall and Agent 
Danilson with the head men of the Bannocks, many 
young Bannocks signified their willingness to enlist as 
scouts and fight the Nez Percés, who are their natural 
enemies. This is considered favorable, as it dispels 
all fears of the Bannocks becoming hostile. 

The latest despatches received at Gen, Sheridan’s 
headquarters leave no doubt whatever that Joseph, 
with his band of Nez Percés, is making his way east- 
ward. It is believed that the intention of the chief 
is to make an attempt to strike the headwaters of 
Tongue River through Yellowstone Park. Orders 
have been sent to commanders of posts along Little 
Horn and Tongue Rivers to keep a sharp lookout for 
the hostiles and give them a warm reception if they 
show themselves, For this purpose troops in that 
region will be concentrated. Scouts have been 
despatched in every direction to gather information 
of the approach of the Nez Percés, 

Information comes from Spokane Falls, Aug. 15, 
that Gen. Frank Wheaton’s command arrived at that 
point on the 10th inst., after an eight days’ march 
trom Lewiston, a distance of 105 miles. The com- 
mand in camp at this point numbers 530 men, two 
companies of the lst Cavalry, and the entire 2d In- 
fantry, direct from Atlanta, Ga., and about 50 citi- 
zens, employés, teamsters, etc. The transportation 
consists of 21 wagons, all hired from citizens. Capts.

Poils, Enespellems, Methows, Chalkanes, Anti- 
Atkas, the Moses Band or Columbia River Indians, 
and the Okanagons, amounting in all to 3,517 men, 
women, and children, and able to furnish 1,500 war- 
riors. The report says they are not well armed. The 
above numbers are obtained from the chiefs actually 
resent, and are some 400 less than the census of 1871. 
here has been no actual outbreak among these In- 
dians, but since the war commenced there has been 
manifest uneasiness among them, and many instances 
of impudence on their part are reported by settlers. 
There is no doubt that all the Indians in this section 
are aud have been in direct communication with 
Joseph, and have been posted several days ahead of 
the whites of every movement of General Howard’s 
army, and in case of Joseph’s success hundreds of 
young men would undoubtedly have joined him, al- 
though the old Indians who have stock and farms in 
the country have manifested a desire to remain at

DETAILS OF GENERAL GIBBON’S FIGHT WITH THE NEZ 
PERCES. 


San Francisco, Aug. 13. 


Gibbon’s command came up within six miles of the 
Indian camp on the 7th. On the 8th Lieut. Bradley 
and his party managed to get near — to the camp 
to observe the Indians, and in the middle of the night 
this force passed within a mile or so of the Indian 
camp, where Gen. Gibbon and the main body joined 
them. A short while after one of the lieutenants 
crawled down and recunnoitred the Irdian position. 
The central camp was located across a bend on the 
north fork of the Big Hole River. The lodges num- 
bered 89. The stream was thickly fringed with wil- 
lows, and the lodges were pitched on the south side. 
Gibbon came up on the north side. His force was 
formed upon a high bar, 100 yards frcm the Indian 
camp, woere they remained until daybreak. Just as 
daylight bad fairly appesred, a single Indian on horse- 
back started to bring in the herd of ponies, numbering 
700 or 800. He did not suspect the presence of the 
whites, but rode so close to Bradley’s command that 
the lieutenant saw they would be discovered, and it 
was no time to take chances, so they opened fire on 
the Indian, killing him and his horse. After firing 
they instantly started for the Indian camp. Arriving 
at the willows that lined the stream an Indian rose up 
and fired at Lieut. Bradley, killing him upon the spot. 
The Indian was immediately riddled with buli:ets. 
Before arriving at the willows Gibbon had cautioned 
Bradley about entering the brusb, and bis men called 
out to him, ‘‘ Hold, lieutenant, don’t go in there;” but 
the fearless soldier led on. The soldiers charged 
across the stream and into the Indian camp before the 
Indians had time to escape from their lodges. 

The attack was a complete si'ccess, but these shots 
had aroused the Indians, who were sleeping on their 
arms and watchful. Still the suddenness of the at- 
tack surprised them. The Indians rushed out in the 
wildest confusion, the men with guns, boys with 
knives, and squaws with pistols, all fighting desper- 
ately. The Inuians were well armed, and had plent 
of ammunition. Among the lodges desperate hand 
to-hand fighting was carried on for an hour and a half. 
By this time the Indians had recovered from their 
surprise. They outnumbered the soldiers largely, and 
now n to fight with desperation. They tell back 
into the brush and to high points commanding the 
camp, and kept up a galling fire on the command, who 
then endeavored to burntuecamp. The canvas lodges 
were burned, but the skin lodges could not be fired, 
and tbe grass and the brush was too green to take fire. 
Continued occupation of the camp was useless. Under 
direction of Gibbon the men moved toward a wooded 
point, about half a mile off, near the cafion from which 
the troops had come down. 

The Indians, seeing the movement, endeavored to 
intercept the command, but the cool-headed general 
ordered them to fight their way. His horse was 
killed, and he was shot through the calf of the leg. 
But all the men gotin, and cove:ing themselves as well 
as possible, a bushwhacking fight commenced. The 
Indians took their usual tactics, and the sharpshooting 
was lively and fierce. Gibbon expected his howitzer 
to join him here, but the fight had begun earlier than 
expected, and the howitzer moved too far down the 
mountain side. The Indians discovered it, and a party 
of them charged the little squad of six men who had 
charge of the gun. The soldiers gave them the benefit 
of the howitzer’s contents, fired and loaded again, and 
after the second fire the sergeant threw the gun from 
the trunnions and died beside the dismantled piece. 
The other sergeant was wounded, but, with the four 
men, escaped to the command. The Indians dared 
not charge upon the position. 

White Bird was plainly heard and seen endeavoring 
to anin.ate the Indians to charge upon the command, 
-but in vain. He could not bring them toit. Gib- 
bon’s command to his men was not to expose them- 
selves and to save their ammunition. The sbarpshoot- 
ing was excellent, and whenever an Indian exposed 
himself he got it, while they retorted in skiliful style.

in a suuth-westerly direction. 

Many remarkable incidents occurred. It was, after 
the first regular onset, an individual fight. Gen. Gib- 
bon used his rifle like the rest, and officers and sol- 
diers fought shoulder to shoulder, with rifles in their 
hands. en were giving each other warning of In- 
dians who were aiming at them, and shooting Indians 
who were aiming at their comrades. Soldiers and 
citizens were mixed together. Serg. Wilson does not 
remember to have heard any command save the order 
of brave, cool-headed Gen. Gibbon, which was ‘‘Boys, 
don’t waste your ammunition.” The Indians used 
every device to draw the soldiers’ fire and use up their 
ammunition. A half-breed boy in Gibbon’s camp 
heard a chief call to his men to charge; that the white 
men’s ammunition was almost gone. 

The above is an imperfect account of one of the 
most desperate Indian fights on record. They were 
a brave band, with a gallant leader, that charged and 
defeaied the Indians at the Big Hole Pass. They wefe 
only a handful of men and outnumbered almost two 
to one; but Gibbon had been ordered to strike, and it 
was a fierce and telling blow he struck the Indians— 
such a blow as they never before received. General 
Gibbon had marched his infantry over 200 miles from 
Fort Shaw, and left everything behind. He now sent 
out for aid for the wounded. General Howard was 
notified, who rapidly pushed forward with his scouts, 
and reached Gibbon on Saturday. The Warm Spring 
Indians, with Howard, onarriving in sight of the field, 
et up a howl, and began to scalp the Nez Percés. 
The Nez Percés did not scalp or mutilate the dead who 
fell in the charge on tae camp. 


SITTING BULL IN CANADA. 


The Sitting Bull Commission has been completed 
by the acceptance of Mr. John NeNeil, a mer- 
chant of St. Louis, who becomes a member on con- 
dition that he pays his own expenses. The other 
member of the commission will be Gen. Terry. Capt. 
Corbin, of the 24th Infantry, who has recently been on 
duty at the White House as military secretary to Presi- 
dent Hayes, will act asclerk. Gen. Terry, after re- 
ceiving his instructions at Washington, will proceed at 
once to Chicago, where he will be joined by Mr. Mc- 
Neil. The commissi »p will then proceed to Bismarck 
by the Northern Pacific Railroad, and from there by 
boat to Fort Peck, or some other point on the Upper 
Missouri. The party will then be escorted by a strong 
cavalry guard to the boundary of the Brirish Province. 
Here they will be met by a company of the Canadian 
mounted Police, the scouts of which are to guide them 
to Sitting Bull, who is said to be encamped near Lake 
Pekopee, about 80 miles north of the forty-ninth 
paraliel. The military escort, furnished by the U. 8. 
Government, will remain in camp on the frontier 
until the return of the members of the commission. 
It1s probable that the party will reach Sitting Bull’s 
camp by the 12i:h of September. The commission will 
be instructed to guarantee him immunity from punish- 
ment for his past murders and other crimes upon the 
same terms to which Crazy Horse and other Sioux 
chiefs agreed. He will, of course, be required to sur- 
render all his arins and penies and go on a reservation. 
The commander of the mounted Police will have 
power to represent the Canadian government in the 
consultation. 

Grn. TERRY has telegraphed to the Secretary of 
War fiom St. Paul that he was ill, and would not be 
able to travel for a day or two, so that it is probable 
that he will not be East before the last of this week, 
and the Sitting Bull Commission will not get started 
before next week. Secretary Mills, of the Canadian 
Interior Department, is expected to meet the Com- 
mission at Chicago, and go with them to Sitting 
Bull’s camp. 

The N. Y. Tribune says: The officials of the Indian 
Bareau say that there are mapy obstaclesin the way of 
the adoption of the Canadian Indian polity. They 
raise some objections to any such course. It appears 
that Canada has only 91,000 Indians, who are assigned 
to a territory iwhich has a considerably greater area 
than the entire United States, where game is abundant, 
and upon which the white settlements encroach little, 
while the civilized portion of Canada, as compared 
with the aggregaie of British Territory, does not ex- 
ceed that of New England, New York, and Pennsylva- 
nia. Under such conditions Canada naturally has less 
trouble with the Indians than the United States. On 
the other hand, the United States has a population of 
313,000 Indians, which, according to the latest enu- 
meration, is increasing annually at the rate of about 
seven-tenths of one per cent. The notion that the In- 
dian problem will be solved by the gradual decrease of 
the Indian population is a fallacy, because the records 
of the Indian Office show that ever since the enumera- 
tion of the tribes began there has been a steady in- 
crease. The most experienced Indian officer says that 
there are at least 25,000 more Indians to-day in the 
United States than when the whites first settled in this 
country. These Indians are crowded into a territory 
which is each year becoming smajler, which has be-

The frontier volunteer, as wel] as the general frontier 
ublic, over-rates the volunteer, and under-rates the 
soldier. The former is impatient of, and will seldom 
submit to military contre]; the latter insists upon the 
former’s secondary position. Too many cooks spoil 
the broth, and the military authorities rightly demand 
the responsibility belonging to and expected of them, 
and predict disaster from a divided command. The 
state of feeling existirg upon the frontier upon this 
subject is strange; it is constantly demanding (and 
needing) troops, but never willing to do troops justice. 
The sun is not more regular in its rising and setting 
than the ‘‘ pioneer,” in declaring ‘* soldiers can’t fight 
Indians,” while the assertion that ‘‘ one citizen can 
effect more against Indians than can ten soldiers,” has 
had so much reiteration that it has passed into a 
proverb of almost general acceptance. It should, how- 
ever, be remembered that, as a rule, the two bodies 
fight Indians in an entirely different way. The hos- 
tile Indian is always at a disadvantage when upon the 
oftensive, other things being equal; and his bravery 
only finds its level when he outnumbers his foe. ‘The 
citizen, as a rule, is acting upon the defensive—he is 
defending himself, his cabin, his team or his traia. 
There he has the advantage. But upon the other 
hand the soldier seeks the savages, is upon the offen- 
sive, risking everything, and in reality protecting 
nothing, not even himself. And if the records do 
show less military than citizen success here is found 
the main cause. The policy of raising volunteers by 
the United States is not worthy of approval except in an 
emergency—but it is a pitiable piece of business that 
such a Government cannot support sufficient troops in 
the Indian country to protect the Territorics and pre- 
vent such an emergency. The history of the ‘‘ Mon- 
tana Militia” must be too fresh in the minds of observ- 
ing military men to bave lost its aroma. It was born 
of lobbying, exorbitance and wholesale imposition.

Miles prom- 
ised them undisputed possession of any captures they 
might make, and almost before the smoke of the battle 
had settled beyond the hills, the fight over the choice 
of captured ponies began. Every man had ‘‘selected” 
the animal his neighbor chose, and pistols threatened 
to introduce a free fight, when the general walked in 
and settled the disputes by assigning the horses per- 
sonally to the gentlemen who now claim to have done 
all the fighting of the advance guard.

RIOT DUTY IN THE ARMY AND NAVY. 


REVIEW OF THE MARINE CORPS, 


Wednesday, Aug. 15, the Marine Battalions which 
had been serving in Baltimore, Martinsburg, Phila- 
delphia, and Reading, returned to Washington pre- 
paratory to disbandment, and on the 17th, at noon, 
made a street parade and passed in review before the 
Secretary of the Navy and Chiefs of Bureaus of the 
Navy, who were stationed at the west end of the 
building occupied by that Department. Nine com- 
panies (a correspondent says eight) were in the 
column, which was commanded by Major and Brevet 
Lieut.-Col. Heywood, with ist Lieut. B. R. Russell 
as Adjutant. 

At noon the nine companies commanded by Capts. 
Collier, Vokes, Bishop, Williams; Lieuts. Goodrell, 
Coston, Palmer, Mullany, and Porter, with Lieuts., 
Elliott, Schenck, Brodhead, Nicholson, Leroy Web- 
ster and Biddle, marched from the Navy-yard headed 
by the full Marine Band (52 pieces), Prof. Schneider, 
leader. An immense crowd followed. They 
reached 17th street, opposite Navy Department, soon 
after1 p.m. In Pennsylvania avenue the battalion 
marched splendidly, but just when they were passing 
the War and Navy Departments, and wanted tc do 
their best, the drum corps and band played different 
tunes, which thew some of the companies out of step. 
The Secretary of the Navy was much pleased, how- 
ever, and remarked that they marched with wonder- 
tul precision, and were a fine-lookiny body of officers 
and men. Later in the day the following congratu- 
latory letter was issued, which gives the first public 
expression of the very high estimation of the Marine 
Corps entertained by the new Secretary: 

Navy DEPARTMENT, Aug. 17, 1877. 
Col. Uharles G. McCawley, Commandant Marine Corps, Head- 
quarters, Washington City ; 

Sir: The Department has re@tived from Major-Gen. 
Hancock an official order, wherein he bestows the 
highest praise upon the marines who have just re- 
turned from Maryland and Pennsylvanix under the 
command of Major and Brevet Lieut.-Col. Heywood, 
and Capt. and Brevet Lieut.-Col. Forney. The Major- 
General expresses his high appreciation of the excel- 
lent conduct and soldierly qualiticrs ‘‘ of both officers 
and men,” and adds that ‘citizens and soldiers are 
uniting in admiration of the soldierly bearing, excel- 
lent discipline, and devotion to duty displayed by 
them while at Ballimore, Philadelphia, and Reading.” 
The Secretary of War has also forwarded to the De- 
partment a copy of a report from Col. aad Surg. J. M. 
Cuyler, Medical Director of the Division of the Atlan- 
tic, who, in accordance with instructions, inspects the 
sapitary condition of the detachment of marines at 
Reading, Penn., in which Medical Director Cuyler 
says: 

The sanitary state of the command is excellent and the officers 
evidently take great pride in looking after the health and com- 
fort of the men. I donot recollect of ever having a more sol- 
diery set of men, or a more orderly and well-behaved set, prov- 
ing that they are under most excellent discipline. These men 
seem to be so well taken care of by their officers that I really can- 
not see what the Major-General commanding can do to add to 
their health or comfort. It is quite remarkabie that men per- 
forming such service are able to keep themselves and their arms 
etc., 80 very clean and neat. 
This was to be expected from the well-established 
character of the marines, but is none the less gratifying 
to the Department, and it desires to express, through 
you, to both officers and men its high appreciation of 
them, and to assure them of its readiness to co-oper- 
ate in the adoption of any measure necessary to their 
comfort and an increase of their efficiency. They 
are the most important arm of the national defence 
and the readiness with which they have responded 
to the recent summons of the Department to aid in 
the suppression of unlawful combinations of men, no 
less than their proficiency in discipline, proves thit 
they may be confidently relied upon whenever the 
public exigency shall call them into active service.

Murrany Honon.—General Woodward, in making his re- 
port to the Adjutant-General of New York on the action of 
the militia at Hornellsville, N. Y., pays the following well 
justified tribute to Gen. Brinker, of the 7th N. Y. Division, 
which by implication telis against some other officers, and 
raises a point of great importance. The General says : 


In conclusion, General, I feel ita matter of duty to report to 
his Exceliency the Commander-in-Chief that Major-Gen. Henry 
er, commanding 7th Division, N. G., and who was in com- 
mand of the assembled at Hornellaville, was most efficient 
in discharge of his onerous duties. He was unfortunately not 
abie to obtain the presence of any members of his staff, and con- 
sequently performed a vast amount of labor pessouaey which 
they would,’ had they been present, relieved him of. He is en- 
titled to very great commendation for his invaluable services. 


Besides, this Gen. Woodward thanks by name the com- 
manders and troops (23d, 54th, 74th, 110th, and Battery 
A) present, all of which goes without saying. 

The important fact stated in this part of the General’s 
report is that not an officer of Gen. Brinker’s staff reported 
for duty, althorgh it was uotorious through the public 
prints that their chief wis at work in great danger, doing 
his duty. Whether these gentlemen received orders or not 
is of no importance to the question which these facts sug- 
gest, which is: What is their notion of military honor ? 

The first duty of a soldier is to fly to his post in time of 
danger, and the first instinct of military honor is to fly to 
the post of danger with or without orders, as long as the 
danger affects a comrade or chief. So strictis this point in 
the Army that officers onlleave of absence, hearing that the 
yellow fever has broken out at the post to which their com- 
pany or regiment is assigned, throw up their leaves and re- 
pair to their post. In case of active operations this point 
is still more imperative, and in such a case as that of Gen. 
Brinker and his staff, no man, however obtuse, can fail to 
see that every instinct of,honor demanded that his staff 
Officere should have hurried to the assistance of their chief 
instead of remaining ouf of danger on plea of any techni- 
cality, however specious. We trust that this matter will 
be investigated, for as it stands it forms a grave reproach 
against the courage and honor of every officer concerned. 





INTERNATIONAL Matcon.—The English team for the Inter- 
national! Rifle Match are now on the seas, the New Orleans 
men have come to Creedmoor, and the American team be- 
gan regular practice on Tuesday last. What the Britons 
will do, no one knows, but the New Orleans men have done 
wonderfully well at Creedmoor for their first practice on a 
strange rauge, making for the top four men 85 per cent. 
As for the American team on that day, they surpassed them- 
selves, no less than seven out of the eight making 200 and 
over, the last man, Jewell, being 199. The total score of 
this eight was 1,639 points, but it must be remembered that 
it was a still, hot day. 

On Wednesday the New Orleans men did ctill better, for 
Col. Selph and Major Arms together excelled the best 
scores made by the leading two of the American team. It 
is sincerely to be hoped that no sentiment of local vanity 
will be allowed to interfere with the resignation of the two 
lowest members of the American team, and the invitation 
to Col. Selph and another like him to assume a place on the 
American team. In a contest such as that which is coming 
no chance should be thrown away, and some of the New 
Orleans men have shown that they can outshoot members 
of the American team, 


Riot Duty.-—The following remarks on the proper way 
of dealing with a mob from a correspondent are of interest. 
He says: Having recognized the prompt answer of the 
National Guard to the call for duty in my last communica- 
tion, 1 propose, in this, to submit a few suggestions on 
what I thin should be the proper method of dealing with 
a mob—an infuriated, drunken, devilish, property-destroy- 
ing and death-dealing mob. I ama firm believer in the 
Napoleonic idea that the ‘‘ severest measures that military 
science can devise ” are the means to use for the defeat and 
dispersion of such a body, and the most humane and effec- 
tive. ‘* Preamble” and “ resolutions” have never and can 
never quell a mob. Why is it that our National Guard, 
when called to face a mob, is always met with derisive and 
mocking language? Is it not because the violators of law 
are fully aware that the punishment they richly deserve, 
through mistaken ideas of humanity, is not to be meted 
out to them, though the mob can, as in Pittsburgh and 
other places, shoot down wembers of the National Guard, 
like pigeons, with scarcely an opportunity for just retribu- 
tion? Is this just or right? Dves not common sense and 
military law make it obligatory for commandants to protect 
the lives of their men at any and alltimes? If this is the 
case, and even the common law of self-preservation makes 
it so, are they not oy guilty of neglect in this partic- 
ular? Why make a display of Gatling guns and batteries, 
without using them? Does not all this tend to strengthen 
and encourage an enemy? The great mistake has always 
been, in my upinion, that mobs have not been considered 
enemi-s to law and order, but, on the contrary, looked upon 
as misguided men to be persuaded by “ preambles and 
resolutions ” into rational beings. 

Had Gen. Pearson, instead of locking his men up in the 
Pittsburgh round house, drawn them up in line of battle, 
covering his flanks with his best shots, and opened on the 
mob, not with small arms, but with his Gatling and other 

uns, keeping up the fire until the mob was defeated and 
Sispersed, he would have saved a great deal of property, 
protected his men, and spared us the humiliating cpetads 
of a tine body of troops huddled together ina railroad 
round house, like sheep, surrounded by a furious, howling 
mob. Agaiu, when directions were given to start a freight 
train, a Gatling gun, or two small field pieces, well manned 
and supported on a platform car near the engine, with 
two more near or at the end of the train, so sigh as to 
cover the track up and down the road, with positive in- 
structions to fire 1f any one interfered with the company’s 

roperty, would have done more to settle matters in a few 

ours than the mere display of “yA force, no matter how 
formidable, couid ever do. My theory is, strike —strike 
heavily anu effe cu.vely, and mobs hereafter will be anknown.

We will 
say, however, while we are on the point, that we have the 
honor of knowing some very worthy and well educated ex- 
officers of our own and other armies, on the daily press, 
who when they write cn military matters write well, but 
such men could not be hired to get up the little items of 
scandal that form the staple of the “* military columns” we 
had in mind when we wrote. There are also in other in- 
stances that we know “ military columns” written by men 
of the same character, that would be valuable were it not 
for the scandal column insisted on by the civilian editor-in- 
chief. In the case now in question, however, there is no 
doubt of the fitting of the cap, the writer of this so-called 
“military column ” constantly sapeees his ignorance of the 
rudiments of military knowledge. e are sorry for it, for 
otherwise he is a very respectable person, but we are com- 
pelled to stick to our opinion, expressed in the article ir 
question, about such matter as he writes that “it is such 
andering to the worst elements of our militia organiza- 
ions that has ruined their efticiency in the past, but thanks 
to the riots, a new deal is coming. 


Firta New Yorx.—The following is a correct account of 
the doings of this regiment during its tour of riot duty: 
Lieut.-Col. Peter Kraeger, comroanding during the leave of 
absence of Col. Spencer, received on the evening of the 23d 
of July an order from headquarters lst New York brigade 
to make preparations to guard the armory and the public 
property therein, also to keep the warning officers on the 
alert to serve notices when required. The warning officers 
were despatched at once with written orders to all the com- 
mandants of companies to keep their men in readiness for 
any emergency, and to devail two men of each company as 
& provisional guard to report to the armory at once in 
citizen’s dress, being careful to have their uniforms and 
equipments ready for use. When these warning officers 
returned at a late hour, new orders were awaiting them 
calling into service the whole command. Owing to this 
circumstance the members of the regiment assemtled 
rather late on Tuesday morning. Soon thereafter the 
armory assumed a lively aspect; the men coming 10, in 
squads of fives and tens. A regular guard was mounted, 
sentinels ted, and the proper details were made of 
officer of the day and of the guard. The roll was called 
about every bour to ascertain the number of men reporting, 
and at5o’clock p.m. vhe regiment was formed ior dress 
parade. Owing to the late reporting of the men there was 
some trouble as to the rations, but this was remedied 
through the efforts of the officers, and the following days 
everything went smoothly, the routine of duty being as 
follows : Reveille at 5 o’clock a. m. with roll-cali, when the 
first sergeants were notified of their details for guard and 
police duty. Guard mount at§7 o’clock, breakfast at 8 
o'clock, sick call at 9 o’clock, company drill (and for those 
less instructed, squad drill) from 10 to 11 o’clock, dinner 
at 1 or 2 o0’clock, and dress parade at 5 o’clock (which in- 
cluded battalion drilJ, but mainly instruction in the manual 
of arms, especially in all the firings) tattoo at 9:30 o’clock, 
and extinguish lights at 10 o’clock. At dress parade the 
regiment would present a hollow square, the right and left 
flank companies uniting or even overlapping each other, 
with the drum corps in the centre. On Wednesday, July 
25, when the regiment stood so formed, Gen. A. Shaler, 
commanding the Ist Division, visited the armory and 
expressed his satisfaction at the fine condition of the com- 
mand. On the same evening Col. Spencer arrived from the 
White Mountains, where he had been spending bis vacation, 
and whence he hastily returned to report for duty. 

Other afternoon drills besides the dress parade had to be 
dispensed with on account of the heat, the poor ventilation 
of, and the stable underneath, the armory. The obnoxious 
odors emanating from this stable were the main cause of 
the unusually large number of men on the sick list. It 
was the stable underneath that prompted the very eflicient 
aud indefatigable Surgeon Dr. M. J. Baptiste Messemer to 
induce Col. Spencer to let the men out into the fresh air of 
Twenty-third street, after sentinels had been posted to 
restrict the limits allowed to themen. Surgeon Messemer, 
though not yet uniformed nor commissioned, jumped at 
his duty and offered his services in the case of a marchin 
order being received. Too much praise cannot be bestow 
upon this valuable officer, as some members of the 8th regi- 
ment will admit, who were under his treatment. On the 
26th the dress e was held in Twenty-fourth street, 
when the manual of arms was gone through with, the pre- 
cision of the firings ng the applause of the spectators 
on the sidewalks; then followed a march through some 
neighboring streets, and finally the command fell back to 
their stable. Continuous active duty for almost an entire 
week has greatly improved the drill, military efficieucy and 
discipline of the regiment, thanks to the brigadier-general 
commanding. The command was dismissed at a late hour 
Friday night, after an inspiring address by Col. Spencer, 
thanking all for strict compliance with orders, good be- 
havior and readiness to perform any duty if called upon. 
Altogether the tour of riot duty has done the 5th regiment 
= good, demonstrating that it has excellent stuff in its 
ranks.

wise, having a due regard to economy, and in general to use m 
| wise efforts to put my brigade in’ ‘condition for immediate 
’ service. 


I accordingly established brigade headquarters at the armory 
of the 22d regiment, in Fourteenth street near Sixth avenue, 
summoned the rest of my staff, communicated your instructions 
to the regimental commanders, and immediately set about 
personally informing myself as to the then condition of the 
command, and with the consolidated morning report sent to 
division headquarters a statement showing that all the regiments 
in my command, viz., the 5th, 12h and 22d regiments infantry 
were well uniformed, armed, and equipped, and were provided 
with knapsacks. That only one regiment of my command, the 
22d, had great-coats, that the whole command had previously 
been directed to supply themselves with blankets and under 
clothing, and that the next morning report would show if any 
deficiencies existed in this item. 

l also informed you, what had already been well known, that 
there were no haversacks or canteens in the command, nor rubber 
blankets nor cooking utensiljs, nor indeed any of the articles 
coming under the head of camp and garrison equipage, except 
the knapsacks above stated. Also that there were no medical 
supplies of any kind on hand. 

ith the report of the above deficiencies I made immediate 
requisition for the necessary supplies, which it is needless to add 
were not honored. 

The regimental commanders were directed by General Orders 
to carry out the details of garrison duty; to — regular 
hours of service and eee that their commands were brought into 
the highest possible state of efficiency; to mount regular guards, 
hold drese ade, and to give as much drill as circumstances 
would permit. All of which were carried out to the letter, 








thereby occupying the men and we ope officers and non-com- 
missioned officers in the many details of tervice They werealso 
instructed to look well after the cleanliness of the quarters and 
to canse them to be thoroughly policed at least three times daily 
—to obtain such medical supplies as were indispensably neces- 
sary for immediate use, and to send either to their homes or to 
the nearest hospital, any cases requiring other than temporary 
treatment. I kept myself informed from hour to hour of acces- 
sions to the strength of the command, reporting the same to 
division headquarters twice daily. 

The commussariat of all the regiments was efficiently managed 
—the men well fed and at a moderate expense. For the details I 
would refer to the report of Brigade Commissary Captain George 
H. B. Hill, who superintended the whole in a most satisfactory 


manner. 
The Medical Department was managed with much skill and 
tact by Surg. Thomas H. Burchard, 22d Infantry, Acting Brigade 
Surgeon during the absence on leave of Brigade Surg. Alex. 8. 
Clarke. Dr. Clarke reported for duty on Wednesday evening 
and relieved Dr. Burchard, who returned forthwith to his regi- 
ment. The Brigade Surgeon continued the system of inspec- 
tion and direction introduced by the Acting Brigade Surgeon, 
adding such details as were found necessary from time to time. 
I would invite special attention to the reports of these medical 
officers, and particularly to the need of increased latrine accom- 
modation in all the armories. Nothing but the most active use 
of visinfectants, together with often repeated policing,prevented 
serious sickness from breaking out even in the few days during 
which the command was upon duty. 
On Wednesday afternoon I received notice that the 12th and 
22d were directed to hold themselves in readiness for immediate 
service at the call of the Police Commissioners. Instructions 
were forthwith sent to their commanders as to the best forma- 
tion, etc., to be used, and a small supply of stretchers was very 
kindly loaned by the New York, sevelt, and St. Luke's 
Hospitals. By these, and also the Presbyterian Hospital, beds 
were made ready, againet possible contingencies. The com- 
mands were ae under arms and held in readiness to move at a 
moment’s notice, until word was received that the Tompkin’s 
Square meeting had dispersed. They were again held in readi- 
ness on the following evening and finally relieved with the 
thanks of the commissioners. 
I gave my entire time ard attention to the improvement of the 
condition and efficiency of the troops under my command, mak- 
ing frequent inspections and visits, both personal and through 
the members of my staff, as to the condition of quarters, discip- 
line maintained, supplies needed, etc. 
I am happy to eay that while the discipline and deportment of 
the command was good from the beginning, a steady and rapid 
improvement in all details was manifest from hour to hour, and 
the many inconveniences, not to say hardships of the occasion 
were cheerfully submitted to and endured by all with a patience 
worthy of veterans. 
Col. Charles 8. Spencer, commanding the 5th Infantry, reported 
for duty at 12.05 o’clock midnight, on the 26th inst., he having 
been on leave of absence, and coming mary hundred miles at the 


first call. On Friday evening at 10.30 I received instructions to 
— the command—which was immediately done by Generai 
rders. 


I here take the opportunity of thanking the officers and men 
of the brigade for the prompt manner in which they responded 
to the call of the Commander-in-Chief, and compliment the sev- 
eral urganizations on the thorough state of discipline maintained 
during the brief period of active service. 

For the gentlemen of - staff they one and all deserve my 
highest encomiums, particularly Lieut. Col. Robert Lenox Belk- 
nap, Asst. Adjt.-General of the Brigade, who was untiring in his 
effoits to promote the welfare and discipline of the command. 

I am alsounder many obligations to Brevet Colonel John T. 
Denny, Lieut.-Col. James L. Anthony, and Major Rowland M. 
Hall, iate of the Brigade Staff, for their valuaple services as 
volunteers; and also to Dr. Fiank P. Kinnicut for the offer of 
his valuable services in the Medical Department.

This report needs but little comment at our hands. The 
reputation of (jen. Ward as an accomplished and well 
educated soldier is too well known to be enlarged on here. 
His report 1s especially valuable as showing under what 
disadvantages the State troops perform good service, and 
we hope that these facts and others of similar character 
will have the effect of arousing the interest of our legisla- 
tors at the next session at Albany, so far as to induce them 
to equip the National Guard for actual dutyin the future. 


Turety-First New York Bricapr.—We extract the fol- 
lowing from an account sent us of the doings of the 5th 
Separate Company Infantry, 3lst Brigade, at Batavia, N. 
Y. Itis interesting as showing the status and modes of 
operation of these little commands. The mustering seems 
to have been very prompt, for the captain says : 

At 1:30 o’clock P. m., July 28, I received an order by telegraph 

mman 


from Gen. Rogers, co Sist Brigade, to assemble the 
company at its armory fully uniformed, armed and equipped, and 
there await further orders. In pursuance of such odel imme- 


diately gave orders for the company to assemble, and despatched 
the non-commissioned officers to warn the men. The command 
being widely scattered, this was a task that required some time 
to perform, notwithstanding which, when the order came for us 
to report at Buftalo, which order was received from Gen. Ro- 
gers by telegraph at about 5 o’clock, p. m., there Were found in 
the ranks and answering at roll eighty rank and file. At 
6 o'clock P. m. the onene took the cars on Erie Railroad for 
Buffalo. On the route I issued nine rounds of ball cartridge to 
each man, that being the whole stock on hand. The company 
arrived at Buffalo at 9:30 Pp. u., meeting no resistance on the way. 
The company was very nearly being used to extricate the 
forces besieged in the Buffalo round house by the mob, but 
the captain seems to have acted with prudence and 
promptitude in his handling of the troops, and no harm 
came to them. Their first serious work is thus described : 
On Tuesday evening a large number of disorderly persons 
congregated at the eastern entrance of the depot, and amused 
themselves by insulting the guard. As early as 10 o’clock, they 
had crowded close up to the guard and had become very turbu- 
lent, abusing the troops, and useing very insulting language. At 
this time Sa. Rogers made his appearance and o:dered the 
mob to fal] back, which they refu: to do; he then gave orders 
to Lieut. Griffis to take,the guard, which consisted of a part of 
the first platoon of this an and force the mob back, and 
form # line pear the entrance of the Continental Hotel, Upon 
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recoi the order, Lieut. Griffis immediately faced the guard 
toward the mob and gave the order tocharge bayonet. The mob 
retreated before the guard, and the line was formed at the place 
Gostqnetet. During the movement, a great many revolvers were 
displayed by the mob, who repeatedly threatened violence, but 
made no other demonstration. 

The eae was relieved at about 12 m. Wednesday Lew ge | 
by Co. D, Butialo City Guards, Arms were then stacked, an 
the men ordered to remain near them. From the time the com- 
pany was relieved, until daylight, several alarms were given, and 
the men got under arms at least three times. I am happy to say 
that such alarms were false, still it had the effect to show that 
the company could be depended upon should occasion require. 
After having had three years’ experience in the late war,1 can 
safely say that with few exceptions, I never saw the time that 
required more —— and steadfastness on the part of troops, 
than on Tuesday night and Wednesday morning. 

Thursday morning’s — as made, shows the strength 
of the company present to be eighty-five, of which eighty-three 
were repor ‘or duty and two sick. his is an error, the 
strength of the command present was eighty-five for duty and 
two sick, making a total strength of eighty-seven present. The 
same report shows the strength of the company present and 
absent to be ninety-seven—it should be ninety-eight, as I mus- 
tered one man after receiving marching orders, and whose name 
did not appear upon the roll, although present and doing duty. 

Every ber of the company reported for duty when warned 
except one corporal. I issued an order in Buffalo reducing him 
to the ranks, which is now at headquarters awaiting the approval 
of Gen. Rogers. 

I cannot close my report without bearing witness to the good 
conduct and soldierly bearing of every member of the company 
under my command and on duty at Buffalo. There was no 
straggling nor skulking, and each member vied with the other in 
the performance of duty. 

While we are disposed as a rule to consider the establish- 
ment of separate companies of infantry in the State of New 





York as a military error, only excusable in the face of 


urgent necessity for some show of force, it must be owned 
that Captain Orrin C. Parker’s company justifies its crea- 
tion by its strength and good service.

VERMONT.—The ist regiment of the National Guard of 

Vermont went into camp at Bennington on Saturday, Aug. 
11, and spent the time until Ang, 15, known as “ Vermont’s 
Day,” in perfectiog their camp, and in company and regi- 
mental drills, ‘le tents had been pitched on Friday, Aug. 
10, by special details from each company, under the per- 
sonal direction of Quartermaster General L. G. Kingsley. 
General Kingsley had everything prepared on Saturday, 
down to the minutest details for the comfort of the soldiery, 
when they marched into camp on Saturday afternoon and 
stacked arms in the company streets. Even the cooks had 
prepared an ample supper, which was ready promptly upon 
the arrival.of the men. The ground cecupied by the 
encampmeut of the militia and veterans was a field of about 
fifty acres, sloping gently towards the east and command- 
ing a beautiful view of Bennington. In the upper and 
most westerly portion was situated Camp Stark—the 
encampment of the National Guard of Vermont—separated 
from the rest of the field by a stone wall. East of the wall, 
and a hundred yards to the —_ of Stark, was Camp Ethan 
Allen, occupied by the New Hampshire regiment and the 
Vermont Veterans. In a previous issue of the JounnaL we 
mentioned that the uniform of the Vermont regiment is 
gray. This is true, the coat being a single breasted coatee 
with three rows of State buttons on the breast. The other 
details differ according to the means of the company. For 
instance, while all have white cross belts, the Ransom 
Guards of St. Albans and the Estey Guards of Brattleboro 
wear white wash-leather belts, whitened with pipe clay, and 
the trimmings of the uniform are elaborate and of the 
finest gold lace. The plumes, pompons and caps of the 
companies differ somewhat, and the Park Light Guards ot 
Bennington wear bearskin caps. Many of the companies 
are named for patrons who have given something towards 
the purchase of uniform or for other purposes. The recent 
strike on the railroads having demonstrated that few of the 
veterans of the late war were enlisted in the present State 
militias we instituted inquiries in the Vermont military 
organization with a view of ascertaining what proportion 
of the men had served in the late war. Taking this as a 
fair estimate for all the States, it will be seen that little 
dependence can be placed in the future upon the service of 
our veterans. Beginning with the general staff we find the 
ottices are generally held by veterans, but as we get down 
into the ranks the numbers decreane rapidly.

Ou post the senti- 
nels would stop and converse, and two were seen sitting 
down. In repeating the cails during the night, they invari- 
ably introduced the word ** Post,” before the number of the 
seutinel. Much of this seems all the more remarkable 
when we retlect how these same men stood immovable 
under a melting sun during many other evolutions, and 
never, under any temptation, turned the head or moved a 
hand without orders. 
Fuller’s Battery is located at Brattleboro, and named 
after its captain. This battery was first organized before 
the State allowed a battery as a part of the militia. During 
two years it attended the musters, all expenses being paid 
by Capt. Fuller, who is a member of the Estey Organ firm.

Capt. Eaps AND His JETtT1Es.—A despatch from 
Washington states that Capt. Brown, of the Corps of 
Engineers, the officer in charge, has just forwarded a 
full report to the Secretary of War on the present con- 
dition of the jetties. He states that more work has 
been done there during the past four months than dur- 
ing any previous four months since the commencement 
of the improvement, that over 1,600,000 cubic feet of 
mattress work has been put in position on the jetties 
and at the head of the pass, and about 60,000 cubic 
yards of stone, and that the settlement previously ob- 
served at the end of the east jetty has stopped. No 
further observable settlement has occurred since last 
March. During the past four months 1,500,000 cubic 
yards of deposit has been scoured out from between 
the jetties and carried out to sea. About 250,000 cubic 
teet of deposit has been removed from the shoal at the 
head of the pass. The only obstacle to the passage of 
a ship drawing 22 feet of water is near the end of the 
jetties, and is only 140 feet in length. There is a clear 
channel of 206-10 feet through the whole improve- 
ment. Capt. Brown thinks that there is every proba- 
bility that Capt. Eads will be entitled to his next pay- 
ment of $500,000 at an early day. He alludes to the 
gulf surveys which have been made out a mile beyond 
the end of the jetties, to ascertain the alterations in the 
gulf bottom made by the jetty currents, and finds by a 
comparison with previous surveys that there has been 
a slight average deepening. The 20-foot and 30-foot 
curves have alsu receded. ‘I hese two facts are regarded 
as clearly proving that there has been no reformation 
of the bar in advance of the jetties. The extreme ends 
of the jetties, he says, are permanently established, 
and not likely to be damaged by severe storms. The 
report contains a large amount of valuable scientific 
and explanatory statistical matter. 


Guns v. TARGETs.—In the course of the experi- 
ments carried on by the English War Office Committee 
on Heavy Guns, it appears to have been proved that 
the resisting power of two plates of certain thicknesses 
placed at a distance one behind the other is much 
greater than that of a single plate of thickness equal to 
that of the two combined. hen an 800 lb. projectile 
was fired against a sandwich-target, consisting of three 
plates, each 64 in. thick, with twointervening backings 
of 5in. of teak, the projectile passed completely through 
the target, thus piercing 194 in. of solid iron; but 
when a 4-in. plate was placed 4 ft. 7 in. in front of one 
10 in. thick, the shot went through the first plate, but 
the 10-in. plate suffered scarcely any damage. A great 
‘*dab” of metal from the projectile was on the face of 
the second plate, with radial splashes scoring the armor 
on the surface, but the plate was simply bent to an ex- 
tent rather less than au inch, and was wholly un- 
cracked, the 14 in. of iron thus resisting the shot more 
efficaciously than the 19} in. in the first experiment. 
When, however, the interval between the plates was 
reduced, the resisting power was found to be much 
less, though still greater than that of a single plate of 
thickness equal to that of the two combined. Further 
experiments are to be made witb steel-faced plates, and 
asmall plate constructed upon this principie has al- 
ready been tried at Shoeburyness with very successful 
results. ‘The plate measured 3 fi. 10 in. by 3 ft. 8 in., 
by 9 in. thick, the steel being 5in., and the wiought- 
iron backing 4 in. thick. It was fired at by the 7-inch 
gun with 30 Ib. of powder, and at a range of 70 ft, The 
Pall'ser shell, which was weighted with sand, was 
completely broken up On impact. The indentation in 
the steel was 3-12 in., as agaiost 8 in., and sometimes 
comp'ete perforation, in a 9-inch iron plate of the same 
thickness anc under similar conditions of firing. The 
bulge at the rear of the plate was only 0-2 of an inch. 
The surface of the hole made by the shot was scarred 
or serrated, showing that the shot had broken up on 





impact, and that pieces had rushed forwards indenting 


four radial lings, the cracks, however, did not extend 
through the iron of the plate, one being 6} in. and an- 
other only 3 in. indepth. A very slight ripple was 
formed around the shot-hole. It has been calculated 
that a 14-iu. plate on this principle wou!d sutiice to 
keep out a sheli from the 80-ton gun. A steel-faced 
— weighing 22 tons is now in course of manufacture 
or trial. 


M. O. L. L. U. 8.—From the San Francisco Com- 
mandery of the Military Order L. L., we have received 
resolutions upon the occasion of the decease of two 
members of the order, Col. Chas. McCormick, U. 8. A., 
who died in New York, April 28, 1877, aud Captain 
Harry M. Smith, 21st U. S. Infantry, who died at Fort 
Lapwai, April 24, 1877. Of Captain Smiih they say: 
Serving throughout the war of the Rebellion, both as 
enlisted man and officer, his record as a soldier and 
gentleman, was invariably of the best, and we grieve 
to learn that he hag been taken from us in the prime of 
life, and when there were apparently so many years of 
usefulness before him. And of Surgeon McCormick: 
After his entry into the Army he served in Florida dur- 
ing the Seminole war, also through the war with 
Mexico, serving on the staft of Gen. Taylor. After the 
close of the Mexican war he was stationed in the city 
of New Orleans for some time; then was on duty as 
Medical Director, Department of Texas; was relieved 
from duty there, and transferred to San Francisco in 
1858, where he served as Medical Director almost cou- 
tinuously (except during the Rebellion), until relieved, 
Feb. 1, 1876. During the Rebellion he served as Medi- 
cal Director of the Department of Lousiana, under 
Gen. Benjamin F. Butler, and still later as Medical 
Director of the Department of Virginia and North 
Carolina, with Hesdquarters at Fortress Monroe.

OUTRAGES ON AMERICAN WHALERS.—The Spanish 
Minister, Mr. Mantilla, officially assures the Depart- 
ment of State that the Government of Spain is dis- 
posed to satisfy the compiaints which the United 
States may desire to make in regard to the cases of the 
Rising Sun and the Hilen Rizpah, even before they are 
formulated; and to prevent any cause for similar ones 
from arising hereafter. It seems that the acts com- 
plained of were both committed by the same officer, a 
subaltern of a rank equivalent to that of coxswain in 
our Navy, through misunderstanding or excess of zeal. 
Mr. Mantilla says that the Spanish government directs 
him to give to the Government of the United States 
assurance that hereafter all the stipulations of the 
treaty shall be strictly observed even by the smallest 
of the Spanish Navy toward any American vessels that 
may be found along the Cuban coast and withia Span- 
ish maritime jurisdiction, and that orders bave now 
been given by the Governor-General! to that effect. 


AVAILABLE GOVERNMENT LAND.—Major Powell re- 
cently made a statement that there is comparatively a 
small area only of available land now owned by the 
United States. This statement has been frequently 
controverted. Major Powell is preparing for Congress, 
at the direction of the Committee on Public Lands, an 
accurate statement of this question. He divides the 
United States into three regions with respect to agricul- 
ture. In the arable portion, which includes the coun- 
try east of a line drawn from the eastern point of Lake 
Superior to the Gulf, the United States owns no land. 
In the belt of country, 350 miles in width, from Canada 
to the Gulf, adjoining that on the west, the United 
States owns a considerable quantity of land, which 
may be cultivated by irrigation. West of that is the 
immense arid belt, extending from the Rocky Moun- 
tains into Eastern California. Only two per cent. of 
this lend can be cultivated, and of this two per cent. 
one per cent. has already been taken up. Maj. Powell 
is preparing a land atlas of the entire country, in which 
the arable and timber lands are shown. 


A Historic Letrer.—Minister Washburne, in his ex- 
amination of the archives of the French Government, 
has discovered the following interesting letter, -which, 
by the permission of the French Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, he has caused to be photographed: 

‘ Panis, December 23, 1776. 

Sim: We beg leave to acquaint your Excellency that we are 
appointed and fully empowered by the Congress of the United 
States of America to propose and neyotiate a treaty of amity and 
commerce between France and the said States. The jast and 
generous treatment their trading ships have received, by a free 
admigsion into the ports of this kingdom, with other consider- 
ations of respect, has induced the Congress to make this offer 
first to Frarce. We request an audience of your Excellency, 
wherein we have an opportunity of presenting our credentials 
and we flatter ourselves that the propositions we are instructe 
to make are such as will not be found unacceptable. With the 
greatest regard, we have the honor to be, your Excel'ency’s most 
obedient servants, BensaMiIn FRANKLIN,

This letter was in the handwriting of Benjamin 
Frank!in, and the transmission of it was the first official 
act of the United States after the Declaration of Inde-

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SHootmye UNDER WarTer.—Masjor-General von 
Uchatius, the inventor of the new field gun adopted in 
the Austrian army, publishes in the Vienna Artillery 
and Engineer Journal an account of some intefesting 
experiments recently made by him with the object of 
ascertaining ¢ 1e eff. ct produced by firing a rifle under 
water. It is known, he says, that fishes, when they 
are not too much below the surface of the water, can 
be shot from the shore or froma bot. The armor 
plates of ships of war, however, do not usually exiéad 
any lower than from two to three metres below the 
surface, as beyond that depth ships afé-regarded as 
unassailable even by the largest shot. This is so, no 
doubt, when the shot is fired above water; but Major- 
General von Uchatius wished to find the result which 
would be attained by firing under water. For this 
purpose he prepared a wooden raft, to the under 
surface of which a Werndi rifle was uttached with iron 
clamps in such a manner that when the raft floated on 
the water the rifle was fired horizontally at a depth of 
half a metre below the surface. An attendant then 
opened the lock, introduc:d a cartridge, placed the 
rifle at full cock, and fired it from the shore by means 
of a string attached to the trigger. The target con- 
sisted of a wooden board an inch thick. The result of 
the experiment was as follows : There was no diffi- 
culty in loading and firing the rifle, and there was the 
advantage that after each shot the inside of the barrel 
was cleaned by the water About thirty shots were 
fired without doing the smallest damage to any part of 
the rifle. At each shot there was a dull sound, which 
cculd not be heard beyond a distance of fifty paces, 
and bubbles of smoke rose above the surface. At a 
distance of one and a half metres no impression what- 
ever was produced on the targét; at one and a quarter 
metres the bullet entered to the depth of from three to 
four millimetres; and at one metre the target was 
pierced through. Mojor-General Uchatius also made 
some experiments with the view of ascertaining 
whether a greater effect could be produced by corking 
up the barrel at its mouth so as to keep the water out, 
and thereby diminish the resistance to the egress of 
the bullet; but he found that for a)] practical pur poses 
the resistance of the compressed air in the barrel was 
equal to that of the water, the target being penetrated 
only at a maximum distance of a metre, as in the pre- 
vious experiment.—Pall Mall Gazette. 

Turkish Mrmirary Tititts.—The appellations of 
the several grades in the Turkish army are so strange 
to the ordinary European ear that the following list of 
both the commissioned and non-commissioned ranks 
of the service, with their English equivalents, may be 
useful for reference. Among the general officers are 
included the Serdar Ekrew, or commander-in-chief, an 
appointment which is only made when an army is in 
the field; the Mushir, or field marshal; the Ferik, or 
lieutenant-general; and the Liva, or major-general. All 
ofticers of any of these ranks also bear the title of 
Pasha. The field officers are the Miri Alaj, or colo- 
nel; the Kaimakan, or lieutenant-colonel—both with 
the title of Bey; the Alej Emini, or major; and the 
Bim Bachi, or battalion commander. The regimentai 
officers are the Kolagasi, or vice mejor; the Juz Bachi, 
or company commander; the Mulazimi Evvel, or first 
lieutenant: and the Mulazimi Zani, or second lieuten- 
ant. The non-commissioned ranks comprise the 
following grades: The Bash Tshaush, or sergeant 
major; the Sira Tshaush, or sergeant; the Ou Bachi, 
or corporal; and the Buljuk Emini, or quartermaster 
sergeant. Finally, the rank and file have the follow- 
ing grades: Nefer, or private; Meshter, or musician; 
and Sakka, or water carrier. 


HoRsEs IN THE ITALIAN ARMY.—The Italian govern- 
ment is making serious efforts to remedy the existing 
deficiency of horses in its army. On the 1st of Janu- 
ary the returns showed that there were only 11,604 
horses available, and that of these again over 3,000 
were more then 14 years of age, and therefore hardly 
to be considered fit for active work in the field in time 
of war. Consequenily, in the cavalry alone the Malian 
army is over 6,000 horses below its peace, or 9,000 
below its proper war strength. The artillery also is 
reported to be 2,000 horses below its proper comple- 
ment, and even a Jarger number in addition would be 
required to raise the batteries to their war establish- 
ments. Ona peace footing an Italian battery has only 
54 horses, but when mobilized this number must be 
increased to 109 in the cases of the lighter, or 188 in 
the heavier batteries. Altogether, it is calculated that 
au expenditure of over $2,000,000 will be required to 
complete the establishments of the mounted arms of 
tke Italian service, even to their prescribed peace foot- 
ing. According to the Bersaglieri, the purchase of 
horses on a larger scale has been already begun, and in 
the provinces of Rome and Pisa alone more than 1,500 
animals have been lately bought at an average price of 
750 francs, or about $150 each. 

Tuer ARMY OF THE TENNESSEE.—Elaborate prepara- 
tions are being made for the meeting of the Army of 
the Tennessee in St. Paul, Minn., Sept. 5and6. A 
Committee of Arrangements, composed of ex-soldiers, 
aud a Citizens’ Committee of 50 have been appointed. 
President Hayes and the members of the Cabinet have 
been invited and are expected to attend. Gens. Sher- 
man, Sheridan, Hancock, Schofield, Logan, and other 
prominent officers are also expected. 

Gro. B. RrEMAN, late commander’s clerk U.S. 8. 
Narragansett, but now engeged in the establishment of 
Br.dley and Rulofson, San Francisco, as a photo- 
giaphic mane ger, has had conferred upon him by Le 
Commandeur Urzeneuve, the ineignia of the ** Star of 
Progress,” with the diploma as corresponding mem- 
ber of the “ Sucié é de Progrés” of France.

When private secretary to Surgeon-General Barnes he 
was sentenced to the Albany Penitentiary for gulling 
(as a member of the mythical firm of J. T. Richmond 
and Co.) sick and wounded soldiers. After his release 
he got into the Quartermaster-General’s Office, tben 
into the Second Auditor’s Office, being discharged from 
both; after some theatrical experiences he returned to 
Washington and enlisted in the General Service. 


Jupce Hueues, of the U. 8. Circuit Court, Rich- 
mond, Va., decided, in effect, Aug. 2, that the gold 
from the Virginia Treasury which the State officials 
distributed among themselves on the eve of the evacua- 
tion of Richmond was the property of the United States 
Government, and that the action brought against said 
officials by the United States Government can be main- 
tained in his court. The amount involved is about 
$25,000. The case will be carried to the Supreme 
Court. 

Taree of the strikers at Easton, Penn., have been 
convicted of interfering with the U. S. mail and re- 
manded for sentence. 











FOREIGN ITEMS. 


THE rifle range for the British regulars at Milton has 
been enlarged by the purchase of additional ground. 


WE bear, says the London Gilde, that the Grand 
Duke Alexis has telegraphed to the Russian admiralty 
to state that the two Turkish monitors captured at 
Nikopoli are in a tolerably good condition, and that he 
hopes to have them ready for service shortly. 


InsTRUCTIONS have been issued by the Lords of the 
British Admiralty that all screw ships and ships, steam 
launches, or cutters, ate to carry spare propellers, and 
that all vessels are to be supplied with steam cutters, 
fitted with torpedo gear. 


Engineering in its number for Aug. 3 publishes No. 
19 of a eeries of ‘‘ Notes or Torpedoes,” also a descrip- 
tion of a New Dynamometer for Measuring the Power 
Delivered to the Screws of Large Ships, by Mr. William 
Froude, F.R.8., of Torquay. 


Some important trials of steel wire rope hawsers 
have been lately made in the test house at Portsmouth 
Dockyard, the results being such as to astonish the 
operators as to the enormous tensi.e strength which 
had been imparted to the wire. 


A LETTER from Marseilles says: ‘‘The French 
Mediterranean squadron, consisting of 10 iron-clads, is 
now ut anchor in the roadstead of Montredon, Mar- 
seilles, The number of ssilors on board is 5,500, and 
as large portions of them receive shore-leave, their neat 
uniforms make the city most lively. The populations 
from the surrounding country flock in to see the vessels 
at anchor.” 

A FINE ship, called the Niigata Maru, Capt. Walker, 
has arrived in the Thames from Japan. This is the 
first vessel bearing the Japanese flag which has entered 
the port of London. Though built as a steamer, she 
has made this long passage round the Cape under sail, 
occupying 141 days. Tie crew consists of 34 men, all 
of whom, with three or four exceptions, are Japanese. 
Capt. Walker reports that they behaved admirably, 
and in avy emergency were always ready to do their 
part. 

A Pall Mall special telegram, dated Berlin, Wednes- 
day, says: ‘‘The practical experiments recently insti- 
tuted by the naval authorities of Germany with White- 
head’s fish torpedo, in the presence of Gen. von Stosch, 
chief of the Admiralty, have yielded very indifferent 
results. Though in smooth water the aim could be 
depended upon, the slightes’ current has proved sufti- 
cient to divert the sub-marine missi'e from its course, 
even where the distance 10 be traversed was only small. 
The Admiralty are not satisfied with these results, and 
have given orders for the nc w torpedo-boats, now in 
course of construction, to lie by without being com- 
pleted, until further instructions,” 


Tuer London 2¢mes’ Odessa correspondent describes 
the fight between the Russian merchant steam-vessel 
Vesta and a Turkish monitor, proving as it does that 
** pluck” will go far to make up for long adverse odds: 
‘At four o’ciock in the afternoon of the 10th-22nd 
inst., a small steamboat named the Vesta (800 tons) left 
Odessa, under the command of Sub-Capt. Baranoff, 
for a cruise off the Roumelian coast. Early the next 
morning, when within between 30 and 40 miles of 
Kustendje, it was pounced upon by a Turkish monitor, 
and a sharp encounter then took place between the 
two, which lasted from eight a. m. till nearly two P. m. 
The Visla’s rudder was soon disabled, and while the 
damage was being repaired, the monitor approached 
near enough to make its adversary a target for rifle 
practice. Najurally enough the little vessel got greatly 
the worst of it, and was glad to escape certain destruc- 
tion by drawing off as well as its disabled condition 
would allow. uring the fight, however, it managed,

two of which struck the Turkish vessel with such eftect 
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as to prevent its attempting a pursuit. The Vesta had

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pee With great difficulty that was extinguished. 
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at break of day last Tuesday morning the v 
safely reached Sebastopol.” 


His African Majesty King Gelélé is said to have 
jumped for joy on hearing of the loss of the oil he 
bad been induced to pay for his bad treatment of 
British subjects, and when he heard that the Sirius 
had broken down and was compelled to returo to 
England, bis delight was unbounded. He attributes 
both these events to “ fetish,” and believes his powers 
of woiking evil upon his enemies ure great indeed. 

A SQUADRON, composed of iron-clads recently 
destined for the Mediterranean, hes left Cronstadt 
for a cruise in the Baltic, under Admiral Brummer, 
The principal Finnish and Baltic ports, as far as 
possible, are to be furnished with a monitor or two 
for their defence. Increased activity is being dis- 
played in equipping all Russian vessels that are 
capable of being placed on the active list. 

Mr. Warp Hont, First Lord of the British 
Admiralty, died toward the end of July, a victim, it 
is reported, of overwork. ‘*His zeal,” says Broad 
Arrow, ‘‘in spite of appearances, was unbounded ; 
and his sensibility to unfair or captious criticism 
hardly less. Moreover, in spite of his constant work 
at the Admiralty and his unremitting attention to his 
Parliamentary duties, things had a tendency to go 
wrong, and to go wrong in such a way as to lend 
blame to himself, though to make it difficult to him- 
self to discern where the blame had been earned. 
The loss of the Vanguard, the collision between the 
Alberta aud Mistletoe, the failure in the Arctic Expe- 
dition, and lust, though not by any means the least, 
the temporary cloud shed on tbe Constructor’s De- 
partment by the attacks of Mr, Reed on the Infl zible, 
were all unfortunate items in Mr. Ward Hunt’s 
administration; and they all troubled him seriously, 
though in not one case could he distinctly blame 
himself.” 

Wuatever the law officers of the crown may 
think about it, the Peruvian government is by no 
means disposed tc admit the legality or the necessity 
of Admiral De Horsey’s attack on the Huascar. A 
circular addressed by the Peruvian Minister of 
Foreign Affairs to the diplomatic agents and consuls 
of Peru abroad, protests formally against the out- 
rage, and declares that “the government has de- 
termined to comply with its duty in demanding, with 
the firmness which right inspires, from her Britannic 
Majesty, such reparation as is due to tbe offended, 
convinced that the old spirit of rectitude which char- 
acterizes the conduct of her Britannic Majesty's Gov- 
ernment in international affairs will oblige her 
Majesty to accord it to Peru, which, until this mo- 
ment, bas endeavored to cultivate the closest and 
most cordial relations with the United Kingdom.” 
The commander of the Huascar ought to have sunk 
the Shah, and let his government demand an apology 
alter wards,
